The old Roman baths required a lot of 
water. 
The splendid Therm ae built 
by the degenerate Emperor Cara calla 
had accommodations for 1,600 bathers 
Besides the baths proper, the establish­ 
ment included withiu its area, of about 
a quarter of a mile square, a gymna­ 
sium, athletic field, library, and even 
a racetrack. 
Its ruins tower above 
the plain today like some mountain 
blasted by nature.—National Geograph­ 
ic Magazine.

Insurance companies find it neces­ 
sary to retrench on their supplies of 
various kinds, owing to the increased 
cost of paper stock. 
In most eases 
prices have doubled. 
Companies arc 
cautioning economy and saving in even 
possible way so far as literature is con-i 
corned Many companies that have been 
liberal with blotters and calendars art* 
cutting down their supply materially. 
Some companies are not getting out 
any calendars this year, others are re­ 
ducing their usual number and some 
have discontinued getting out large 
blotters which new cost about 10 cent» 
apiece. 
Where agents are found to b«‘ 
nonproductive their supply of calen 
dar» and blotters is being decreased 
materially. 
Paper is such an item to 
day that economy in its use is necee 
sary.— W estern U nderw riter.
